LEFT TURNS 
Traffic control and driving practices, on 
tilt1 whole, ale remarkably uniform through­ 
out the United States. 
But there is one 
notable exception. Cleveland, all by itself, 
insists on the “rotary” or “outside” turn in­ 
stead of the “inside’’ turn as the pithier way i 
when turning left at a dossing. 
In a recent poll of Cleveland opinion on 
this disputed practice, three-fourths of the 
drivers and Sd per cent of pedestrians favor 
the rotary plan. T h ey insist that it is safer 
and more convenient than the usual proce­ 
dure. And so everybody from anywhere else 


h a s to use it when driv ing through Cleveland, 
whether he likes it or not. The Clevelanders, ! 
when driving elsewhere, are usually annoyed 
by the refusal of Hie rest of the country to 
adopt their system. 


B y the rotary plan, when a driver comes 1 
to a crossing where he wants to turn left, he 
swings to the right while he has a green light, 
Bnd stops while the through traffic flows by; 
then when the light changes he turns left 
with the green. 


POLITICAL CONVENTIONS 
The present inclination of both Republican 
and Democratic leaders is to hold party con­ 
ventions in the late summer instead of the 
early summer. That would make the formal 
jampaign a matter of only two and a half 
months or so, instead of four or five months.

When a patient is admitted to hospital with a 
rise in tem perature, there is usually some discase or 
infiction present which accounts for (tie rise. How­ 
ever, it is not unusual to see the chart of a patient 
marked P U U ., pyrexia I fever I of unknown origin. 
This means that the cause of the fever will have to 
be found so thut projier treatm ent may be given. 
Dr. C. F. Keeler, Boston, in the Texas State 
Journal of Medicine, tells of his study of eighty 
eases of obscure fever. Ile points out ihat in trjing 
to find the cause “one must take into account geog- 
raphy. climate, and the presence of certain diseases 
in that community. Als** the history of ot lier infec­ 
tions and the habits ot the individual m ust be in­ 
vestigated.”

The methods used to find the cause of tho lever 
varied with individual eases and included locating 
special organisms, finding definite signs of certain 
diseases, cutting out small pieces ot tissue for ex­ 
amination under a microscope, and the use of X- 
rays. 
"In a few cases the cause of the fever was 
found only after making an opening by surgery." 
In the group of cases iii which fever was caused 
by infections, the commonest causes were tubercu­ 
losis, staphylococcus, and streptococci.'us t teeth 
and mouth I, and undulant fever. 
The second large group ot eases 
i i i which lever 
was a prominent feature consisted of ten patients 
with tumors (growths!, the commonest places in 
which they were found being the intestine and the 
kidneys. 
In a number of eases the heat producing pro­ 
c e s s e s of the 1hkI> were normal but I tie processes 
which gel rid of tile heat. particularly the skin, 
were not normal. This condition was found in jvit- 
icnts with heart failure, lack ol thyroid juice, hard­ 
ening of the skin. acquired or inherited absence of 
the sweat glands, or following use of some drugs 
which prevent sweating; and in anaem ia (thin 
blood.) 
As we consider the above causes ot lever, it can 
be seen that many of them would not tx' suspected 
if careful investigation had not Ix'on made. 
The fact that tuberculosis was found to ho the 
cause of so many of these cases of obscure fever is 
certainly worthy of consideration; and also the fact 
that growths in intestine and kidney are likewise a 
frequent cause of obscure lever.

Blind Spot Discovery 
A French clergyman, Marriott*, 
discovered the blind spot in the hu­ 
man eye. Pursuing studies in anat­ 
omy in the Seventeenth century, he 
disected animal eyes and, noting the 
spot where the optic nerve enters 
at the back of the eye, thought that 
vision should be sharpest at that 
point.

Mountain Crest Trails 
Traverse W estern U. S. 
Backpacking exploring expeditions 
from Canada to Mexico are possible 
during proper seasons over the Pa- 
rifle Crest Trail system, according 
to information given by Clinton C. 
Cia nee, of the Pacific Crest Trail 
System conference. 
Traversing Ave national parks. 19 
national forests, and crossing 16 
main highways at their summit 
passes, the Pacific Crest Trail sys­ 
tem furnishes a continuous route of 
2,300 miles of trails through Wash­ 
ington, Oregon and California from 
‘"'rdcr to border. 
The trails are 
located just beneath the summit 
crests of the great mountain walls 
of the Cascade range in Washington 
and C cgon and the Sierra Nevada 
in California. 
The Cascade Crest 
trail, 440 miles in length, runs from 
Canada 
south 
to 
Stevens * pass, 
Mount Rainier and the Columbia 
river. 
The Oregon Skyline trail, 410 miles 
long, reaches from the Washington 
line to McKenzie pass, Crater lake 
and the state line between Oregon 
and California. Three hundred and 
thirty miles of the California system 
are included in the Lava Crest trail 
reaching from Oregon to Yuba gap 
by way of Mount Lassen. Central 
California contains three trails: the 
Tahoe-Yosemite. John Muir, and 
Sierra trails, totaling 605 miles and 
covering Yuba gap to Lake Tahoe, 
Lake Tahoe to Tuolumne meadows, 
Tuolumne meadows to Mount Whit­ 
ney and Mount Whitney to Te­ 
hachapi pass. 
The Desert Crest 
trail covers 480 miles in its course 
from Tehachapi pass to Mexico via 
Soledad canyon, Cajon pass, and 
Mount San Jacinto. 
The Desert Crest trail, according 
to Mr. Clarke, will afford opportuni­ 
ties to those who are physically able 
and sufficiently skilled to enjoy 
mountain climbing and life on the 
open trail by the backpacking meth­ 
od during the winter season when 
the rest cf the Pacific Crest is 
blocked by snow. 
Describing the Desert Crest trail, 
Clarke stated, "A pathway of wide 
horizons and a great variety of 
mountain scenery, the trail tra­ 
verses a semi-tropical region along 
the summit ridges rising above the 
desert country." 
"Although there are fine camps 
with good water and stone fireplaces 
at approximately 15 mile intervals 
across the desert," Clarke declared, 


there is no pasture or green feed 
for animals."

A. Worth while‘Hobby* 
Her generous gesture four years 
ago became an unpaid, full-time job 
for Mrs. Harold Kinsley. 50-year-old 
mother of four boys, when she of­ 
fered to shop for patients in the tu­ 
berculosis unit of the Ann Arbor, 
Mich., University hospital.

LONDON.—A nationwide appeal 
for donation of dogs to be trained 
for service with the British expedi­ 
tionary force is anticipated if the 
war office accepts a proposal by 
Lieut. Col. E. H. Richardson, whose 
canine 
messengers 
have 
distin­ 
guished themselves on a score of 
battlefields in the last 40 yesrs. 
Two thousand of Colonel Richard­ 
son's dogs played heroes’ roles with 
the British army during the World 
war. Hundreds of them died in ac­ 
tion and were buried in unmarked 
graves in Flanders. This little ca­ 
nine rrm y was credited in official 
dispatches with saving entire bat­ 
talions from almost certain annihila­ 
tion. 
At 74. Colonel Richardson has told 
the war office he ii prepared to or­ 
ganize and tram a similar arm y - 
under fire. 
Used la Far East. 
"Yes. I’m getting old, but I can 
do the job again," Colonel Richard­ 
son said. 
"The first dogs I trained 
for war aervice distinguished them­ 
selves by locating scores of Russian 
wounded in the millet fields of the 
Far East during the Russo-Japanese 
war. 
My dogs have carried out 
important military missions in Mo­ 
rocco. Bulgaria, Montenegro and 
Tripoli. 
"Of course they’ve done pretty 
well in peacetime, too.” said the of­ 
ficer, a mischievous twinkle in his 
eyea. "Take, for instance, the mas­ 
tiff, bloodhound and the collie I 
trained especially for Sultan Abdul 
Hamid of Turkey as watchdogs for 
his harem. They had a capital Job. 
Scotland Yard has used my dogs. 
! too. 
It was one of my dogs that 


I tore the trousers of the famous high- 
t wayman. Dick Turpin, when they 
nabbed 
him

Yorkshire. 
He 
had to climb a tree pretty fast. 
"One of the outstanding dogs 
trained in my kennels south of Paris 
during th* World war was Airedale 
Jack. 
He saved practically an en­ 
tire battalion by running through a 
heavy German barrage for half a 
mile to brigade headquarters with a 
vital message strapped to his col­ 
lar. 
Jack reached headquarters 
with his foreleg smashed and his 
jaw broken. He delivered fin mes­ 
sage, then died. 
Sheep Dog Hero. 
"Then there was Tweed, a bob­ 
tailed |heep dog. He went on duty 
with a Scottish Canadian regiment 
at Amiena in 1918. 
The Germans 
broke through the Britirh front 
line*. If they had gone any farther ' 
it would have been serious. 
Three 
dogs unsuccessfully tr.ed to reach 
the headquarters of the 
French 
Colonials three kilometers back with 
a message to send reinforcements. 
Then Tweed tried it and made the 
grade.

Hundreds of dcgs, including aire­ 
dales, mastiffs, retrievers, lurchers 
and sheep dogs, were in constant 
training at a central kennel in 
Etaples, France. From these cen­ 
tral kennels dogs and their trainers 
Wert pooled out to sectional kennels 
behind the front line.

Device Locates Forest Fires 
A range finder for use in locating 
forest fires and distant objects and 
which automatically points to the 
exact location of the fire without 
reference to maps has been devel­ 
oped by a government employee, 
according to a patent issued to Don­ 
ald P. Bennett of Washington. The 
range finder includes a table cm 
which is mounted a circular per­ 
spective photograph of the surround­ 
ing field of view. Rotatably mount­ 
ed on the table is an alidade, a 
sighting device. On the alidade, in 
turn, is mounted a horizontal beam 
on which slides a spattered silver 
mirror mounted at 45 degrees and 
from which hangs a pointer. In 
locating a distant forest fire or ob­ 
ject, the forest ranger sights his 
alidade toward the spot and then 
slides the mirror along the hori­ 
zontal beam until the image of the 
real object in the mirror and of the 
photograph coincide in the eye of 
the ranger. The pointer will then 
indicate on the photograph the ex­ 
act locatirn of the object. 


May Name ‘Watchdog*’ to 
Chock W ar Expenditures 
LONDON. — "Watchdogs" 
may 
shortly be appointed by the govern­ 
ment to keep a check on wasteful 
expenditure during the present hos­ 
tilities. 
Ever since the outbreak of war 
th* opposition in the house of com­ 
mons has pressed for a committee 
to watch spending and strive to save 
the nation millions of dollars.

’TWO MIGHTY FORCES, represent­ 
ing two conflicting theories of human 
relations, are at grips today in Europe 
—and in the United States. 
The combatants abroad use bombs 
and bayonets.

should be in a democracy. 


One group fights for the traditional 
American way of free enterprise— 
with its balance sheet of trial and 
error, mistakes offset by brilliant con­ 
tributions to progress. 
The other 
fights for the belief that the energies 
of the individual can best be con­ 
trolled by political agencies, for the 
greatest good of the greatest number. 


Both are sincere. But the case for po­ 
litical control makes us the victims of a 
wide-spread popular delusion. As a noted 
sociologist expressed it; "The greatest 
fallacy in human logic is to attribute to 
present social or economic si stems those 


problems which arise from the nature of 
man himself.” 
In their eagerness to promote the cause 
of national economic planning, its pro­ 
ponents through investigations discover 
and emphasize ‘ those problems which 
arise from the nature of man himself.” 
I hus unusual and infrequent episodes 
appear as major defects seeming to con­ 
demn the free enterprise system. Control 
by Federal boards and bureaus is then 
proposed.
